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A PRIMARY school is set to double in 
size with plans for a new £1.6 million 
classroom block. 

Coupals Primary Academy in 
Haverhill’s Chalkstone Way wants to 
build eight new classrooms, expand 
its library and create a new perform¬ 
ing arts studio. 

The plans would see the number 
of pupils at the school rise from 243 
to 420 after the new block is com¬ 
pleted in September 2017. 

There would also be more space 
for the Stepping Stones Pre-School, 
which operates on the same site. 

Coupals headteacher David 
Maguire said: “There has been 
an imbalance of school places on 
our side of town compared to the 
amount of development that has 
taken place. So it is great that we will 
be able to help families in the town 
by offering more places. 

“The project will allow us to create 
exciting environments and opportu¬ 
nities for pupils of all ages. 

“There will be huge benefits with 
the new extension creating a num¬ 
ber of new classrooms as well as 


room to expand our existing library 
so we will have more space for group 
work. We are also planning a studio 
space to offer more activities such as 
dance, drama and music. 

“The school has been on the up 
since we joined the Samuel Ward 
Academy Trust and this is further ex¬ 
citing news for us all.” 

Mr Maguire - who attended Cou¬ 
pals himself as a child - added: “The 
recruitment process will be gradual 
as we estimate that it will be five 
years until the school is full. We will 


also recruit carefully and properly to 
ensure we get the best staff.” 

The building work is also set to 
create an extra classroom for Step¬ 
ping Stones Pre-School. Children at 
the nursery are set to benefit as soon 
as the facilities are open. 

Elaine McManus, who runs Step¬ 
ping Stones, said: “Our plans are to 
have separate pre-school and baby 
and toddler areas. We are currently 
all in the one classroom with no of¬ 
fice space, so it is not ideal. It is won¬ 
derful that we will be getting more 


space for our children.” 

The ambitious £1.6 million project 

- which will increase the number of 
classrooms for Key Stage Two pupils 

- has been funded by Suffolk Coun¬ 
ty Council’s capital programme. A 
planning application is set to be 
submitted next month. 

A spokesperson for the county 
council said: “This development is 
part of our basic need plans to en¬ 
sure that we have sufficient appro¬ 
priate school places to meet growing 
demand.” 


Man found

‘Public danger’ 
sent to prison 
for stabbings

A HAVERHILL man who was 
“out of control on drugs” 
when he carried out two at¬ 
tacks in the town has been 
jailed for more than seven 
years. 

David Butler, 42, of Pipers 
Close, appeared last Thurs¬ 
day at Ipswich Crown Court 
after pleading guilty to un¬ 
lawful wounding, false im¬ 
prisonment and wounding 
with intent to cause grievous 
bodily harm. 

The court heard how on 
September 13 last year, But¬ 
ler had been at the home of 
his friend, lamie Loryman, 
in Anglian Place, Haverhill. 

Prosecuting, Charles My- 
att said Butler had sprayed 
carpet cleaner into Mr Lo- 
ryman’s face before pinning 
him to the floor and telling 
him: “If you make any more 
noise I’ll do you.” 

The court heard that after 
being tied up with electri¬ 
cal flex and scarves during 
the three hour-long inci¬ 
dent and facing demands 
for money, Mr Loryman had 
eventually managed to es¬ 
cape by jumping from a first- 
floor window. 

Mr Loryman suffered a 
spinal fracture, broken nose 
and a stab wound to his back 
which required eight stitch¬ 
es. 

Mr Myatt said the second 
incident on September 28 
happened at the home of 
Butler’s partner in Pipers 
Close, Haverhill. 

After Butler’s partner ar¬ 
gued with Liam Bonnet 
about money, Butler threat¬ 
ened to stab Mr Bonnet who 
fled into the street, colliding 
with a woman and children 
with a pushchair and fell 
over. 

Mr Bonnet ended up 
pinned against the front of 
a passing car as he tried to 


fight off Butler. Mr Bonnet 
suffered three stab wounds 
to his head. 

Appearing for Butler, Mat¬ 
thew Sorel-Cameron said 
that at the time of the at¬ 
tacks his client’s drug use 
had been “spiralling out of 
control.” 

Butler, who had spent eve¬ 
rything he earned on drugs, 
had acted out of character 
and had not behaved in this 
way before, said Mr Sorel- 
Cameron. 

failing him for seven years, 
fudge Rupert Overbury said 


that Butler had been out of 
control on drugs when he 
committed two acts of “ex¬ 
treme violence.” 

fudge Overbury said he 
considered that Butler posed 
a danger to members of the 
public and sentenced him 
to 88 months imprisonment 
with an extended licence pe¬ 
riod of two years and eight 
months.

Family tribute to 
‘dedicated father’ 


TRIBUTES have been paid to a “dedi¬ 
cated father” who died in a crash just 
outside Haverhill earlier this month. 

Robert Grocott, 56, of Hudson Close, 
Haverhill, died when his Land Rover 
Freelander and a Vauxhall Vivaro van 
collided on the A143 in Little Wratting 
on Saturday, May 7. 

His family said in a tribute: “Robert 
was a much loved father of two sons 
and husband for 36 years; originally 
from Nottingham but was a popular 
member of the Haverhill community 
for 30 years. He served with the Grena¬ 
dier Guards for six years and six years 
with the 13th/ 18th Royal Hussars. 

“As a dedicated father he partook in 
refereeing football matches for chil¬ 
dren and adults alike. 

“Amongst other things he was a 
member of the Haverhill Golf Club for 
many years. Robert was an enthusias¬ 
tic sportsman and had many friends 
within an assortment of clubs not 
withstanding golf, judo clubs etc. 

“Over the course of his varied ca¬ 
reer he has spent the majority of his 
life employed as an experienced HGV 
driver working for companies such as 
Culina and XPO Logistics in Bury St 
Edmunds. 

“Robert’s character was larger than 
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life, a very popular man who was al¬ 
ways supportive of his friends and 
family who are saddened and shocked 
at his sudden demise. 

“His friends used to say if anything 
was needed Robert would always be 
there for you.” 

When the crash happened, Mr Gro¬ 
cott was taking one of his sons and his 
son’s friend, Stuart Mayes, back from 
a disability football match with the 
Cornard Dynamos, where he had been 
coaching and refereeing all day. 

Will Hunt, manager of the Cornard 
Dynamos’ disability football teams, 
said: “He’s one of those chaps, you take 
him for who he is. On that day, he was 
fantastic with the boys. I have got boys 
of all ranges of disabilities and he was 
brilliant with all the boys.” 

Mr Hunt said Mr Grocott regularly 
came to matches. 

He continued: “When I heard on 
Sunday morning, I just had to keep 
pinching myself. He was a fantastic 

guy.” 

The men in the car with Mr Grocott 


were both taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital in Cambridge after the crash, 
as were two men who had been travel¬ 
ling in the Vauxhall Vivaro van. 

One of the four has been discharged 
from hospital, while the other three 
remain there in a serious but stable 
condition. 

The family of Mr Mayes said they 
wanted to thank the paramedics and 
residents who had stayed with him af¬ 
ter the crash until he was taken to the 
hospital. 

Mr Mayes’ mother, Margaret, said: 
“I think there was a lot of people who 
came out of the houses - they were ob¬ 
viously comforting him ... his family 
are very grateful to the individuals that 
helped him.” 

She also expressed thanks to the par¬ 
amedics who treated Mr Mayes, who 
has autism and learning difficulties, 
until he was taken to Addenbrooke’s. 

Police are still asking witnesses to 
contact the Serious Collision Investi¬ 
gation Team on 101, quoting CAD 362 
of May 7.

Project launched to 
set up advice centre 


New service to provide 
help with depression 

ANXIETY, stress and depression are 
all set to be treated by a new service 
being launched by the Norfolk and 
Suffolk NHS Foundation Trust. 

The Suffolk Primary Care Mental 
Health Service - also known as 
Wellbeing Suffolk - is to launch the 
service in the autumn.

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HAVERHILL needs a mental health 
information centre to help people 
access services, a charity worker has 
said. 

Jo Streeton of youth mental health 
charity the Cambridge Pringle 
Group (CPG) says the charity is hop¬ 
ing to set up an information service 
over the coming years. 

She said the need became clear at 
a drop-in session CPG ran in March: 
“People definitely want somewhere 
they can drop in as and when they 
need to. They want a centre or some¬ 
where that’s identified that they can 
recognise and go to rather than wait 
three weeks for a doctor’s appoint¬ 
ment.” 

CPG has teamed up with mental 
health charity Suffolk Mind to work 
on the project, and the charities will 
be running a stall at Haverhill’s mar¬ 
ket in Market Square tomorrow, to 
coincide with Mental Health Aware¬ 
ness Week, which runs until Sunday. 

Mrs Streeton said: “It’s about 
identifying again exactly what the 
need is. We have kind of identified it 
but we need to join the dots. There

are services in Haverhill but people 
don’t know how to access them. 

“What we are working on is build¬ 
ing up a bit of a picture.” 

She said that there were many 
peer support groups set up by lo¬ 
cal people suffering from particu¬ 
lar conditions which were not well 
known. 

She said that if people wanted to 
access any such groups or set one 
up, the two charities were able to 
help, with Suffolk Mind having qual¬ 
ified workers who can go in to peer 
groups and advise them on issues. 


The service Mrs Streeton hoped 
the charities could provide was 
a centre that people with mental 
health problems could go to find 
quick and easy information and 
support: whether that was to find an 
appropriate service, connect with 
people with similar problems, or set 
up a group themselves. 

She continued: “There’s the 
Haverhill directory, but it covers 
everything, and people don’t want to 
have to go through 10 pages. People 
want face-to-face contact because 
you need that nuturing, you need 
that compassion.” 

The project is currently receiving 
some funding from CPG. Mrs Stree¬ 
ton hopes that within four or five 
years they will be able to buy per¬ 
manent premises. 

In the meantime, she is encourag¬ 
ing anyone who has or is aware of 
any free space that the charity could 
use to get in touch.

Town workplace history 
project draws to a close

MORE THAN 200 people have 
taken part in a project to create 
a digital archive about working 
life in Haverhill. 

The Haverhill Family His¬ 
tory Group’s “Haverhill at 
Work” project was launched 
in the autumn last year. It has 
involved drop-in sessions for 
employees of local companies 
and recorded interviews. 

The history group is set to 
put on an exhibition of its find¬ 
ings at the Haverhill Arts Cen¬ 
tre in September or October, 
and there are hopes to create 
an online archive of the pic¬ 
tures and hours or video and 
audio recordings that have 
been collated during the pro¬ 
ject. 

Chair of Haverhill Family 
History Group, Brian Thomp¬ 
son, said of the interviews: 
“They far exceeded our expec¬ 
tations. We have had quite a 
few drop-in sessions and over 


260 people attended.” 

He said that around 40 re¬ 
corded interviews had also 
taken place, and estimated 
that by the time the ONE 
Haverhill-funded project fin¬ 
ished, the group would have 
100 hours of recorded material 
to archive. 

He said that some of the 
people who had been recorded 
had even bought their own 
equipment and began record¬ 
ing their own life stories for 
their families to listen to. 

Mr Thompson added: “From 
a social point of view it really 
has paid dividends. When we 
applied for the grant in the first 
place, it wasn’t just a matter of 
charting memories: we want¬ 
ed people to come along and 
meet up with old friends.” 

There are just two of the 
drop-in sessions left: one for 
former employees of Brad- 
nams, PBM or other local firms 
on Saturday, May 28 and one 
for people who worked at Bl- 
agdon Chemicals, Koch Fight 
or Genzyme on Thursday, June 
9. Both of these will take place

Band and actors join forces 
for 1980’s northern drama 


HAVERHILL’S brass band and 
theatre company are joining 
forces for the first time to put 
on a gritty northern drama.

1,000 tonnes of muck

Insurance quotes have 
gone up 12% this year 


C AR insurance premiums rose by 
an average of 12 per cent from 
Q1 2015 to Q1 2016, new 
analysis reveals. 

MoneySuperMarket looked at 
year-on-year quarterly car insurance 
premiums to identify overall and 
regional price fluctuations. The 
average premium paid in Q1 2016 
was £478, up 12 per cent from 
£428 in Q1 2015 - a stinging £50 
hike. Drivers in Tonbridge (TN) saw 
premiums rise by almost a quarter 
(23 per cent - or £75). Drivers in 
Dartford (DA), Worcester (WR) 
and Wolverhampton (WV) also 
experienced hefty year-on-year hikes, 
with prices ballooning by a fifth (21 
per cent). 

Kevin Pratt, consumer affairs expert 
at MoneySuperMarket, said: "Until 
2014, British motorists benefitted 
from a very competitive car insurance

market, with prices broadly dropping 
year on year. However, since then it's 
been a bleaker picture, especially for 
drivers in towns such as Tonbridge 
and Dartford, who have seen 
premiums rise sharply. 

"Drivers will want to know two 
things - why are premiums going up, 
and what can I do to make sure I'm 


not paying more than I have to? One 
of the main reasons for overall price 
hikes is the increase in insurance 
premium tax (IPT) from 6 per cent 
to 9.5 per cent in November 2015 
(it will rise again to 10 per cent of 
premiums in October 2016). Insurers 
are also charging more because of 
high levels of pay-outs for whiplash 
claims, many of which are thought to 
be fraudulent. 

"Local price increases could be the 
result of a surge in accidents or car 
crime - each area will have its own 
story. But whatever the reason, higher 
quotes for renewal premiums should 
stimulate drivers to start hunting for 
cheaper prices. They should certainly 
not stump up what their existing 
insurer is asking for without checking 
if there's a cheaper alternative." 

Overall, the analysis painted a 
better picture for younger drivers. 


Although premiums remain high for 
17-19 year olds, the average policy 
fell by two per cent year-on-year in 
Q1 2016, from £1,070 to £1,052. 

Drivers in Inverness also benefitted 
from the lowest overall premiums at 
£276, while drivers in East London 
paid the most - £922. However, 

East London is also in the top five 
postcodes with the lowest year-on- 
year hikes in Q1, with premiums 
rising just 11 percent. 

Kevin Pratt continues: "Car insurers 
are continuing to hike premium 
costs, so it's more important than 
ever that motorists shop around for 
cover, to make sure they're getting 
the most for their money. Insurers 
like to save their best deals for new 
customers, so there's almost always 
a better deal to be had by switching 
providers."

DBS, ‘untouched for 
30 years’, at auction 

AN Aston Martin barn-find that 
has sat untouched for 30 years 
on the island of Jersey has been 
revealed to the public - and you 
could buy it. 

The early DBS, bought in 1968, 
before finding its way to a new 
owner in the Channel Islands in 
1970, has been discovered after 
being left untouched since 1986. 
It's got just 30,565 miles on the 
clock, unsurprisingly, given the 
nine-mile long, five-mile wide 
island was never conducive to 
building high mileages. 

Silverstone Auctions is set to 
sell the car, one of only 787 ever 
built, at its May Sale at Silverstone 
race circuit next Friday. 

It is in 'close to original' 
condition and 'essentially 
complete', with its six-cylinder 
engine and automatic gearbox 
still in place, although their 
mechanical condition has not 
been assessed by an expert. 

To buy it will take £50,000- 
£60,000, say the auctioneers. Nick 
Whale of Silverstone Auctions said: 
"This is one of the most exciting 
barn finds of the year so far."
